REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Chatham: 


I have the honor of presenting this, my fifth annual 
report of the condition of your schools. 

The school at North Chatham is taught by Lucretia 
Chandler. There are 7 pupils. The school is doing 
good work, and the interest is good. 

The school at the Eastman school house is taught 
by Alice Charles. There are 9 pupils and this school 
is also doing good work. 

The school at Green Hill, taught by Francis Hill, 
has 20 pupils, and I find a good lively school intent on 
the work in hand. 

In the fall there were 3 pupils from the Center who 
attended the elementary school at Stowe. But the 
Guptil family have moved from town and this leaves 
but one pupil going from Chatham to the Stowe school. 

There are four pupils in Fryeburg Academy, for 
which tuition is paid by the town. There are also 
some high school pupils from the Center attending the 
school at Stowe. | 

By direction of the State Educational Department 
I took up the matter of the Stowe school, to find if it 
has the approval of the Maine State Educational De- 
partment, and received the following reply to one of 
my letters: “I am making another application for the 
approval for the high school at Stowe but I am almost 
certain that approval will be denied.” In view of this, 
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I have advised parents to send their pupils to approved 
schools. No doubt pupils may receive valuable in- 
struction at the Stowe school, but other schools will not 
give credit for ranks that may be presented from this 
school. 

In view of the fact that there are so few pupils in the 
north end of the town, it would be more economical to 
convey all of the pupils from the Center, and North 
Chatham to the Eastman school, and I recommend 
that this be done. 

This year the town is receiving but $1,284.60 from 
the State, and you will wonder why the state aid is cut 
down. You will see by the Financial Report that the 
town appropriated $385 for high school tuition and 
that there was paid out $880 under this item. 

As you will see by the financial report, $680 was paid 
to Fryeburg Academy last year. But $275 was due on 
the year before. The district also paid Stowe for high 
school tuition $180. As this cannot be paid from 
money appropriated for elementary schools, the Dis- 
trict should appropriate enough extra money to make 
good the difference between what was spent and what 
was appropriated for high school tuition, viz., $495. 

There were some other items where it was necessary 
to overrun the amount approved by the sum of $171.61. 
These have been paid from the money strictly belong- 
ing to the Elementary schools, and the amounts so 
paid out must be appropriated by the district. 

The school houses are all now in a very good state 
of repair, and conform to the state requirements. But 
little need be expended in repairs for some time, prob- 
ably. The schools are well equipped with books, and 
the pupils have had necessary supplies of paper, pen- 
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cils, ete. In view of the prosperous condition of your 
schools, I wish to thank the teachers who have given 
themselves so wholeheartedly to the work; also to the 
school board and citizens for your interest and efforts 
for better schools.
